Is  Your  Church  Willing  to  Help  Other  Churches? 

Many  of  our  churches  have  special  use  funds  for  building,  contingencies,  remodeling,  or 
some  type  of  emergency^  The  CFA  urges  our  churches  to  take  advantage  of  the  FUNDS 
ACCOUNT  which  pays  interest  at  the  rate  of  (2.75%)  and  funds  are  available  for 
withdrawal  within  90  days.  If  you  have  funds  in  CDs  or  bank  savings  accounts  please 
consider  making  those  available  to  your  sister  churches  by  placing  them  with  the  Church 
Finance  Association. 

The  Year  in  Review 

Over  the  last  year  we  have  seen  interest  rates  begin  to  rise  but  the  forecast  for  2010  calls 
for  rates  to  move  upward.  Church  Finance  is  lending  at  rates  comparable  to  banks  and 
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credit  unions.  Construction  costs  have  declined  over  the  past  year  and  this  can  be  a 
windfall  for  churches  that  are  looking  to  build  new  sanctuaries  and  expand  their  present 
facilities.  Rates  are  still  very  attractive  and  if  a  church  has  building  plans  for  the  future  now 
is  a  good  time  to  move  forward.  Church  Finance  has  positioned  itself  to  meet  present  and 
future  demands  for  funding  from  our  churches.  If  your  church  has  a  need  to  borrow  we 
would  be  most  happy  to  speak  with  you  and  provide  any  assistance  possible. 

Financial  Literacy 

Church  Finance  created  a  task  force  in  2009  to  discuss  the  financial  needs  of  our  churches, 
ministries,  and  members.  This  task  force  was  made  up  of  pastors,  laypeople,  ministries, 
and  a  representative  from  the  Convention's  Executive  Committee.  The  task  force  made 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  Executive  Committee  and  they  in  turn  endorsed  the 
findings  that  will  result  in  a  partnership  with  Crown  Financial  Ministries.  Together  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  introduce  and  reinforce  the  concept  of  Bible  based  financial  planning  to  our 
members  helping  them  to  overcome  the  economic  challenges  that  face  the  church  family.

Foreign  missions 


Greetings  from  OFWB  INTERNATIONAL,  INC.  (Foreign  Missions)  to  the  Ninety- 
Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

Thank  you  for  your  faithful  prayer  and  financial  support.  It  is  our  passion  to  serve  you 
and  to  use  every  dollar  that  we  receive  wisely.  We  realize  that  we  are  stewards  and  are 
responsible  to  make  full  use  of  these  funds  for  God's  glory.  This  report  contains  a  brief 
summary  of  the  field  activities  for  2009. 

MEXICO:  Three  teams  ministered  in  Mexico  this  past  summer  and  built  three  houses  for 
needy  families.  It  was  a  joy  to  be  able  to  help  these  dear  people.  The  teams  also 
ministered  to  several  hundred  children  through  Vacation  Bible  School,  where  we  saw 
thirty  trust  Christ  as  their  Savior.  Women's  Bible  studies  were  also  held  to  further 
disciple  the  ladies  of  the  churches  in  Mexico.  There  were  215  campers  at  Camp  Morelos 
in  August.  Camp  week  is  the  high  light  of  the  year  for  the  Mexican  people.  It  is  a  family 
camp  and  ministers  to  children,  teens,  adults,  and  seniors. 

This  summer  we  only  have  one  team,  with  18  people  going  to  Mexico.  This  team  will 
remodel  the  Lily  of  the  Valley  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Piedras  Negras. 

INDIA:  I  made  a  trip  to  India  in  October  2009  and  visited  several  of  the  places  where  we 
have  work.  In  Delhi  I  worshipped  with  the  small  congregation  that  meets  in  a  rented 
basement  area  in  a  predominately  Hindu  district.  The  service  was  filled  with  praises  and 
testimonies.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  present.  In  Gujarat  I  visited  the  Chidren's  Home. 
The  children  are  well  cared  for  and  are  taught  the  truths  about  Jesus  Christ.  Five  new 
pastors  were  added  in  this  area  to  start  new  outreaches  that  will  become  churches  in  the 
future.  The  leprosy  colony  we  support  offers  hope  to  the  poorest  of  the  poor,  by 
providing  food,  shelter,  medicine,  and  clothing.  Practically  every  person  in  this  colony 
has  trusted  Christ  as  their  Savior.  The  churches  in  India  are  growing  in  the  midst  of 
severe  persecution. 

NEPAL:  I  visited  Katmandu,  which  is  the  capitol  city  of  Nepal.  Anneel  had  started  a 
new  outreach  outside  of  this  city.  We  visited  a  school  where  I  had  an  opportunity  to 
speak  to  the  children  about  Jesus  Christ.  Nepal  is  one  of  the  poorest  countries  in  the 
world.  It  is  predominately  Hindu,  which  makes  it  a  very  difficult  place  to  spread  the 
Gospel. 

BANGLADESH:  2009  saw  much  devastation.  There  were  cyclones  and  floods.  This  was 
met  with  relief  efforts  each  time.  When  I  visited  there  in  October,  I  helped  distribute 
large  bags  of  relief  goods.  We  continued  to  drill  fresh  water  wells  in  different  villages  to 
provide  them  with  safe  drinking  water.  Mr.  Gupta  has  started  several  types  of  ministries 
to  open  doors  to  evangelism,  since  it  is  against  the  law  in  Bangladesh  to  openly  preach 
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the  Gospel.  In  one  of  these  meetings,  while  I  was  there,  two  boys  and  two  girls  accepted 
Jesus  Christ. 


BULGARIA:  The  miracle  of  year  was  the  "House  of  Prayer"  in  Balchik,  Bulgaria.  A 
letter  was  sent  out  on  October  1,  stating  the  need  to  raise  $214,000  by  November  1,  so 
construction  could  start.  We  had  a  window  of  time  in  order  to  meet  the  permit  deadline  of 
February  15.  The  building  had  to  be  at  a  certain  stage  by  that  date  or  the  permit  would 
have  been  cancelled  forever.  The  funds  were  received  and  the  deadline  was  met.  The 
weather  was  unusually  mild  during  November,  December,  and  the  early  part  of  January. 
On  the  day  the  last  tile  of  the  roof  was  laid,  that  completed  the  permit  requirements,  a 
strong  cold  front  moved  across  Bulgaria  with  heavy  snow.  Praise  the  Lord  for  His 
wonderful  provision. 

PHILIPPINES:  I  visited  the  Philippines  in  April  2009  and  traveled  throughout  the 
country,  visiting  our  work.  It  was  truly  a  blessing  to  see  how  God  has  blessed  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Church  in  this  country.  One  of  the  highlights  of  my  trip  was  to  visit 
Mindanao.  I  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  several  pioneer  churches  and  see  the  enthusiasm 
of  our  workers,  as  they  reach  out  with  the  Gospel.  God  is  raising  up  a  new  group  of 
workers  with  a  spirit  of  evangelism  to  start  churches. 

LIBERIA:  The  work  in  Liberia  has  expanded  rapidly.  We  now  support  30  pastors,  who 
serve  various  churches  across  the  country.  The  people  worship  in  small  buildings  made 
of  bamboo  and  coconut  leaves.  We  provided  funds  for  relief,  farm  implements,  school 
supplies,  education,  and  Bibles.  This  country  is  still  in  the  process  of  recovering  from  the 
23  year  civil  war.  They  are  constantly  battling  poverty  and  corruption. 

GUINEA:  This  country  borders  Liberia.  It  is  a  predominately  Muslim  country.  We  have 
one  worker  there.  Guinea  has  been  through  a  period  of  civil  unrest.  Elections  are 
supposed  to  be  held  in  June  2010,  which  should  again  restore  personal  freedoms  of  the 
people  and  offer  a  greater  opportunity  to  share  the  Gospel.  We  now  support  2  workers  in 
Guinea. 

FINANCES:  The  budget  for  2009  was  $739,538.  Contributions  toward  this  budget  were 
only  $661,334.  This  was  $78,204  below  the  budget.  We  were  able  to  operate  because  of  a 
reserve  brought  forward  from  2008.  By  February  of  this  year,  all  reserves  were  gone. 
Unless  there  is  a  great  increase  in  funding  in  2010,  we  will  have  to  make  cuts  across  the 
board  that  will  affect  every  phase  of  this  ministry. 

The  COMMAND  and  THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  are  published  to  keep  our 
membership  informed  about  the  activities  of  our  ministries.  These  are  your  best  sources 
for  information  about  the  things  that  are  taking  place  in  India,  Nepal,  Bangladesh, 
Bulgaria,  Mexico,  Liberia,  and  the  Philippines.  PLEASE  NOTE:  We  stopped  printing 
the  hard  copy  of  the  COMMAND  with  the  March  2010  issue.  We  encourage  you  to  send 
us  your  email  address  to  director  </  o luhi.org  so  you  can  receive  the  E-COMMAND.  We 
were  forced  to  do  this  because  of  finances. 

The  BUILD  ONE  FOR  THEM  program  has  been  a  tremendous  blessing  to  all  of  our 
fields.  We  have  been  able  to  construct  church  buildings,  parsonages,  and  houses  for  the 
needy.  We  need  churches  to  consider  the  needs  of  others  and  join  us  in  this  effort.  There 
are  always  needs,  and  we  encourage  you  to  sponsor  one  of  these  building  projects. 
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IMPORTANCE  OF  PRAYER:  The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  realizes  that  our 
strength  and  supply  comes  from  a  loving  Heavenly  Father.  We  set  aside  several  days 
throughout  the  year  as  days  of  prayer.  We  meet  together  to  worship,  praise,  and  take  our 
petitions  before  the  Lord.  We  pray  for  revival,  for  we  know  for  our  church  to  survive  and 
grow  we  must  have  revival.  We  encourage  you  to  pray  for  this  ministry  daily  and  to  pray 
for  revival  in  our  Church. 

SHORT-TERM  TEAM  MINISTRY  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  all  who  have  been  on 
a  team  and  to  our  fields.  If  you  are  interested  in  joining  a  team  in  the  future,  contact  our 
office.

Annual  Report  to  the  2010  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
Mission  Statement 

It  is  the  purpose  of  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Minister's  Program  to  serve  the  churches  and 
ministers  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  It  is  our  assertion  that  the 
minister  can  best  meet  the  spiritual  requirements  of  a  congregation  if  he  is 
unencumbered  by  the  burden  of  financial  insecurity.  To  this  end  we  provide 
administrative  services,  information  resources,  and  educational  opportunities.  These  are 
designed  to  help  the  minister  and  the  local  church  plan  together  a  program  of 
compensation  and  benefits  designed  to  meet  the  minister's  present  and  future  financial 
needs. 

Meeting  Needs 

Meeting  needs  is  what  the  Minister's  Program  is  all  about.  This  program  was  brought 
into  existence  to  help  prepare  the  minister  for  the  financial  responsibilities  of  life. 

To  do  this,  we  try  to  help  educate  the  church  and  the  minister  about  the  unique  needs  of 
the  pastorate.  Our  goal  is  not  to  provide  for  the  minister,  that  is  the  church's 
responsibility,  but  to  help  the  church  and  the  minister  plan  together  so  that  at  all  stages 
of  life  the  minister  can  serve  without  the  burden  of  financial  concerns  holding  him  back. 

The  Minister's  Program  is  an  extension  of  the  local  church  administering  programs  that 
the  church  could  not  provide  on  their  own.  We  stand  ready  to  work  with  the  minister  and 
the  church  to  help  them  accomplish  the  goal  of  working  together  in  a  lifetime  of 
financial  planning.  Ministers  step  out  in  faith  to  answer  God's  call.  That  faith  is  based 
on  the  belief  that  God  will  prepare  them  and  provide  for  them.

The  Year  in  Review 

Retirement  News  The  news  on  the  retirement  front  for  everyone  invested  in  the 
managed  equities  account  this  past  year  was  better.  That  fund  experienced  an  average 
gain  of  8.4 1%.  Those  invested  in  the  Fixed  Fund  realized  a  modest  return  of  2.04%.  The 
economy  continues  to  suffer  and  recovery  will  be  slow.

We  will  move  forward  with  a  regular  review  of  our  plan  for  2009  by  AON,  a  worldwide 
benefits  corporation,  and  report  its  findings  to  our  participants  and  this  Convention.  Our 
plan  is  among  the  most  advanced  plans  available  for  ministers  and  it  enjoys  benefits  that 
make  it  unmatched  in  the  private  sector. 

Does  your  minister  have  a  plan  for  retirement?  Churches  should  help  their  pastor 
prepare  for  the  future  by  funding  his  retirement  plan  today.  Contact  the  Minister's 
Program  for  any  help  you  may  need  as  you  assist  your  pastor  so  that  he  can  retire  with 
the  dignity  and  security  that  his  calling  deserves. 

Christmas  Cheer  This  program  has  been  very  well  received  by  our  ministers  and 
churches  since  it  was  first  implemented.  Each  year  the  Minister's  Program  sends  a  gift 
of  $150  to  all  ministers  age  65  and  older.  It  is  a  gift  from  the  churches  of  the  Convention 
to  men  who  have  literally  given  their  lives  to  the  gospel  ministry.  This  program  is  a  way 
of  saying  we  remember  you,  and  we  are  grateful  for  what  you  have  done. 

102  ministers  received  this  gift  from  YOU  and  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  the 
program  became  self-supporting  and  we  would  like  to  thank  the  churches,  individuals 
and  the  organizations  within  the  church  that  made  this  possible.  We  ask  your  continued 
support  in  the  coming  year.  While  the  response  has  been  very  good  we  still  have 
churches  that  do  not  give  at  all  to  this  program  and  we  would  like  to  invite  them  to  make 
2010  the  year  they  say  "thank  you". 

The  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  Another  program  we 
offer  to  our  ministers  and  their  wives  is  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund  and  the  Surviving 
Minister's  Fund.  For  those  who  participate,  this  program  provides  a  meaningful  gift  for 
fellow  ministers  during  a  time  of  loss.  The  Minister's  Program  pays  for  the 
administrative  cost  of  this  program  so  that  every  dollar  goes  to  the  spouse. 

Since  the  last  report  to  this  Convention  we  have  lost  by  death  two  members  who 
participated  in  the  Minister's  Widows  Fund,  The  Reverends  Claude  Garrett,  Sr.  and 
Lester  Duncan.  The  Surviving  Minister's  Fund  reported  the  death  of  Flossie  Smith  the 
wife  of  The  Reverend  Floyd  Smith. 

What  Can  Your  Church  Do? 

The  Minister's  Program  will  continue  to  maintain  a  comprehensive  plan  whereby 
churches  and  pastors  can  work  together,  and  we  will  make  effort  to  keep  everyone 
informed  in  the  area  of  taxation,  compensation,  retirement,  and  financial  planning. 

The  only  limit  to  the  scope  of  this  program  is  the  level  of  support  we  receive  from  you, 
the  local  church.  Your  gift  to  us  is  a  sacred  trust  and  we  make  every  effort  to  provide  the 
greatest  benefit  to  our  ministers  with  a  minimum  outlay  for  administrative  costs. 

We  hope  that  you  appreciate  this  fact  and  that  you  will  continue  to  support  this  program 
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with  your  prayers  and  gifts.  Last  year  our  total  gift  support  from  churches  was  $77,854, 
which  was  down  13%  from  the  year  before.  More  disturbing  is  the  fact  that  25%  of  the 
churches  provided  no  gift  support  for  the  Minister's  Program  at  all.  If  these  churches 
would  give  the  recommended  amount  our  gift  support  would  have  actually  increased.

1)  We  ask  this  Convention's  continuous  prayers  in  support  of  this  program. 

2)  We  ask  for  approval  of  the  budget  presented. 

3)  We  ask  that  October  be  designated  as  Minister's  Program  Month  and  that 
the  second  Sunday  in  October  be  set  aside  as  Clergy  Appreciation  Day.  In 
addition,  we  ask  that  the  second  Sunday  in  June  be  set  aside  as  Minister's 
Program  Sunday  in  the  local  church. 

Important  Information  Regarding  the  Financial  Report:  The  Minister's  Program  has 
consistently  operated  in  a  manner  that  reflects  sound  financial  principles.  This  year  we 
ended  with  a  surplus.  However  this  surplus  was  due  to  positive  investment  returns.  The 
Minister's  Program  depends  on  the  contributions  we  receive  from  the  local  church  to 
maintain  the  support  and  programs  for  our  ministers.  We  know  that  our  members  are 
hurting  and  we  are  trusting  that  when  the  financial  situation  improves  at  the  local  church 
level  we  will  see  contributions  increase.  In  the  meantime  we  have  implemented  a  freeze 
on  expenses  within  our  control.  The  significant  reserves  noted  on  our  balance  sheet 
belong  to  the  ministers  in  the  retirement  program  and  they  cannot  and  will  not  be  used 
for  operating  expenses. 

For  the  purpose  of  protecting  minister's  accounts  and  compliance  with  Federal  law  we 
maintain  two  separate  accounts  for  the  retirement  program  and  our  daily  operating  fund. 
When  reporting  to  this  Convention  we  do  combine  the  reports  and  you  will  note  the  term 
"Consolidated"  on  the  income  and  expense  report  as  well  as  the  balance  sheet.  This  is 
done  for  clarity  and  to  make  the  scope  and  operation  of  this  program  more

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understandable. 


The  investment  returns  for  the  minister's  retirement  turned  positive  this  year  but  not 
enough  to  offset  the  previous  year's  loss.  Most  experts  agree  that  the  climb  out  of  this 
recession  will  be  slow  and  difficult  but  we  take  some  comfort  in  this  year's  positive 
return.  Ministers  are  allowed  to  choose  the  method  in  which  their  funds  are  invested  and 
stock  market  investments  can  and  do  lose  money.

Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Report 
to  the

Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Mount  Olive  College  was  established  by  the  North  Carolina 
Convention  of  Free  Will  Baptists  in  September  1951  to  provide  a 
program  of  Christian  higher  education.  For  nearly  six  decades,  the 
College  has  dedicated  itself  to  the  development  of  students  in  an 
environment  nurtured  by  Christian  values  and  is  committed  to  the 
following  ideals: 

•  To  student  learning  which  prepares  graduates  both  to  make  a 
living  and  to  live  a  caring,  ethical  life. 

•  To  academic  quality  with  a  personal  touch. 

•  To  a  wholesome,  safe  environment  informed  by  Christian 
values. 

•  To  keeping  the  cost  of  Mount  Olive  College  affordable. 

1 
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The  essential  values  that  undergirded  the  establishment  of  the 
College  remain  alive  and  continue  to  flourish.  Although  the  core 
values  and  commitments  have  remained  intact  since  its  founding, 
MounrOlive  College  has  become  a  very  different  institution.  From 
its  roots  as  a  two-year  college,  it  has  expanded  into  a  four-year 
institution.  From  its  roots  as  an  institution  serving  the  needs  of 
traditional-age  men  and  women  at  its  campus  in  Mount  Olive,  it  has 
expanded  to  include  degree  completion  programs  at  RTP, 
Washington,  New  Bern,  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base, 
Jacksonville,  Wilmington  and  the  Evening  College  at  Mount  Olive 
College.  Admittedly,  these  programs  serve  different  constituencies. 
Young  people  have  the  flexibility  to  enroll  in  classes  during  the  day 
and  participate  in  an  extensive  variety  of  organizations  and  activities 
-  both  on  and  off  campus.  Adults,  most  of  whom  have  full-time 
jobs,  families,  and  other  obligations,  enroll  in  the  classes  held  at  the 
various  locations  in  the  evening  in  order  to  pursue  their  educational 
dreams.  Mount  Olive  College  and  its  programs  have  undergone 
incredible  expansion,  now  to  the  point  where  the  total  number  of 
students  being  served  at  all  seven  locations  exceeds  4500.  Despite 
the  rapid  growth,  however,  the  core  commitments  remain  the  same: 
to  provide  a  quality  educational  experience  in  an  environment  that 
promotes  Christian  faith,  values,  and  ideals. 

Central  to  the  mission  of  the  College  is  the  Convention  of  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists.  In  fact,  Mount  Olive  College  maintains  a  special 
relationship  with  the  Church  as  one  of  the  Church's  ministries. 
Therefore,  the  College  has  an  obligation  and  responsibility  to  be  of 
service  to  the  Convention  and  to  demonstrate  how  the  College  is 
living  its  faith.  While  many  higher  education  institutions  with  a 
religious  affiliation  are  drifting  apart  from  their  religious  traditions 
and  roots,  this  clearly  is  not  the  case  at  Mount  Olive  College.  In  fact, 
we  understand  that  we  are  in  a  mutual  ministry,  and  the  challenge  is 
to  find  ways  in  which  we  can  be  supportive  of  the  mission  and 
niinistry  of  each  other.  Opportunities  for  partnership  are  numerous, 
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and  I  am  pleased  with  the  way  in  which  the  Church  and  the  College 
are  entering  into  significant  discussions  to  see  how  we  can  further 
benefit  each  other. 

Romans  12:  2  states  "And  be  not  conformed  to  this  world:  but  be  ye 
transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is 
that  good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect,  will  of  God."  Thus,  it  is 
fitting  and  proper  that  the  tag  line  for  Mount  Olive  College  is 
"Transforming  Education,  Transforming  Lives."  This  is  more  than 
just  a  slogan:  it  provides  evidence  of  our  success  and  commitment  to 
engagement.  Mount  Olive  College  has  been  transforming  education 
in  several  innovative  ways,  such  as  the  following: 

•  Mount  Olive  College  has  been  a  leader  in  establishing  new 
educational  locations  to  serve  the  needs  of  adult  students.  It 
is  our  expectation  that  we  will  enhance  the  service  role  of 
each  of  these  locations  as  educational  providers  to  their 
respective  communities. 

•  Mount  Olive  College  is  the  first  college  in  North  Carolina  to 
offer  a  means  by  which  students  who  have  the  drive  and 
focus  to  do  so  are  able  to  complete  a  baccalaureate  degree  in 
three  years. 

•  Mount  Olive  College  has  created  a  Success  Advocate 
program  to  help  students  navigate  their  first  year  of 
college.  Similar  to  a  case  management  approach,  all 
entering  students  are  assigned  a  Success  Advocate, 
someone  who  is  charged  with  coordinating 
communications  on  the  student's  behalf.  This  program 
ensures  that  we  are  serving  the  needs  of  each  and  every 
individual  student. 
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These  are  but  a  few  of  the  transformational  activities  at  the  College; 
more  are  being  designed  and  will  be  enacted.  There  is  a  renewed 
commitment  to  expanding  the  programs,  services,  and  facilities  on 
the  Mount  Olive  campus.  We  are  committed  to  serving  the  whole 
student:  not  just  academically,  but  spiritually,  emotionally,  socially, 
and  physically  as  well. 

The  College  is  blessed  to  have  the  time,  talents,  and  treasures  of  so 
many  members  of  the  Church  to  support  our  mission.  Similarly,  it  is 
imperative  for  the  College  to  find  ways  that  we  can  reciprocate  in 
kind  to  the  Church: 

•  Mount  Olive  College  is  equipping  students  with  the  skills 
necessary  for  them  to  become  leaders  in  the  Church, 
community,  and  nation. 

•  Through  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Historical  Collection,  Mount 
Olive  College  provides  the  resource  facilities  to  aid  the 
Church  in  researching  and  perpetuating  the  history  of  the 
Church. 

•  The  Office  of  Church  Support  is  devoted  to  being  a  listening 
ear  and  a  helping  hand  to  all  churches.  It  strives  to  help  fill 
the  gap  of  need  in  any  way  possible.  It  is  the  mission  of 
Church  Support  to  be  a  genuine  friend  to  the  Church  and 
interact  with  various  leaders  and  constituents  of  the  church. 

Please  know  that  the  support  that  the  College  has  received  from  the 
Convention  is  significant  and  appreciated.  We  promise  to  be  faithful 
stewards  of  the  resources  that  you  have  entrusted  with  us.  We  will 
keep  you  in  our  prayers,  and  trust  that  you  will  keep  us  in  yours.

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Note  to  Financial  Statements 


Fiscal  Year  2009  (FY09)  was  a  difficult  year  for  the  College.  The 
endowment  declined  by  $2,500,000.  Additionally,  there  was  an 
operational  deficit  of  approximately  $800,000  due  to  expenses 
I  associated  with  opening  two  new  residence  halls  and  establishing  the 
I  new  educational  location  at  Jacksonville.  In  response,  we  have 
revised  our  Fiscal  Year  2010  (FY  10)  budget  by  trimming  non- 
I  personnel  expenses  so  that  the  targeted  increase  in  net  assets  from 
operations  increased  to  just  under  $2,400,000.    We  deemed  this 
action  necessary  to  rebuild  our  reserves. 

Also,  note  that  in  the  budget,  both  the  "Other  Contribution"  revenue 
and  the  "Scholarships"  expense  lines  are  lower  than  in  previous 
years,  due  to  the  elimination  of  outside  federal  and  state  financial 
aid.  Removing  these  presents  a  clearer  picture  of  both  what  we 
receive  in  contributions  from  others,  and  what  we  spend  on  financial 
aid  that  is  not  reimbursed.

CAROLINA  BIBLE  INSTITUTE  &  SEMINARY 
TO  THE  2010  CONVENTION  OF  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 


Greetings  from  the  entire  Board  of  Trustees,  the  staff,  and  the  student  body  of  Carolina 
Bible  Institute  and  Seminary  to  the  officers,  delegates,  and  Churches  of  the  Convention 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  and  its  member  conferences  and  associations.  It  is  with 
great  joy  and  thanksgiving  for  the  privilege  that  we  share  in  this  convention  and  make 
this  report. 

In  the  year  since  the  Convention  met,  God  has  blessed  the  ministry  of  Carolina  Bible 
Institute  &  Seminary  tremendously.  Not  only  has  He  blessed  us  with  the  opportunity  to 
minister  His  Word  to  more  individuals,  but  He  has  opened  doors  of  opportunity  to 
expand  this  ministry  in  new  and  exciting  ways.  Both  fall  and  spring  semesters  saw  larger 
enrollments  than  ever  before.  Our  on-campus  enrollment  has  remained  level  and  the 
external  studies  department  has  significantly  increased.  During  the  past  school  year, 
classes  were  held  at  our  campus  in  Pine  Level,  NC  as  well  as  extension  classes  at  the 
Fremont  OFWB  Church  and  the  Mount  Zion  OFWB  Church  in  Nash  County.  With  the 
current  economic  conditions,  we  recognize  the  importance  of  providing  study 
opportunities  for  God's  people  that  provide  flexibility  both  in  time  and  travel.  This  is 
evidenced  by  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  external  studies  program.  For  this  reason 
we  are  in  the  process  of  developing  our  entire  curriculum  for  external  studies.  We 
believe  the  external  studies  program  we  are  developing  is  unique  in  both  its  scope  and 
procedures.  In  this  program,  students  will  have  opportunity  to  do  work  in  self-paced 
study,  as  well  as  classroom  participation  through  electronic  media.  Needless  to  say,  we 
are  excited  about  what  God  is  doing  at  Carolina  Bible  Institute  &  Seminary. 

Another  area  in  which  God  has  blessed  this  ministry  is  through  access  to  the  entire  world 
via  the  internet.  We  have  recently  updated  our  web  presence  with  a  completely  new 
website.  The  web  address  is  www. cbibible.com.  May  I  encourage  you  to  visit  our 
website  often.  It  is  designed  to  provide  as  much  information  about  the  ministry  of  CBIS 
as  is  practical  in  this  format.  There  is  much  detail  available  on  each  page,  as  well  as  a 
changing  page  entitled,  "News  To  Use,"  on  which  we  provide  information  of  current 
happenings. 

We  continue  to  develop  our  publishing  ministry  to  provide  books  and  publications  that 
are  relevant  and  useful  to  the  current  needs  of  individuals  and  Churches.  In  addition  to 
the  two  books  already  published  -  "Original  Free  Will  Baptists  Believe"  and  "And  The 
Lord  Said .  . .  A  Study  of  the  Doctrine  of  the  Bible,"  we  have  recently  published  a  booklet 
entitled,  "A  Study  Into  The  Controversy  Of  Ordaining  Women,"  by  Rev.  Norman  Gordon, 
Jr.  Several  other  manuscripts  are  in  the  process  of  being  prepared  for  publication. 

Because  of  the  expansion  of  our  programs,  we  are  in  need  of  additional  space.  Our  Board 
of  Trustees  voted  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  to  enter  into  a  building  program.  We  have 
established  a  "Building  Fund"  and  have  already  had  contributions  made  into  this  fund. 
We  are  planning  two  building  projects.  One  will  be  a  new  building  to  provide  facilities 
for  video  production  of  our  external  studies  program,  as  well  as  other  video  productions, 
expanded  classroom  facilities  and  administrative  offices.  The  other  project  will  involve 
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the  building  of  a  special  teaching  facility.  Contact  has  been  made  with  an  organization  in 
Arkansas  to  provide  the  necessary  details  for  the  completion  of  this  special  teaching 
facility  and  its  completion  will  enable  us  to  provide  a  learning  opportunity  that  is 
unequaled  on  the  East  Coast.  We  would  welcome  your  involvement  in  our  building  fund 
so  that  these  projects  can  come  to  fruition  quickly  and  we  will  be  able  to  provide  the 
opportunities  for  our  people  and  Churches  to  have  access  to  unparalleled  Biblical 
training. 

In  November  2009,  we  conducted  our  annual  Friendship  Banquet  at  the  Unity  OFWB 
Church  in  Wilson,  NC.  We  enjoyed  a  wonderful  time  of  fellowship,  good  food,  good 
singing,  and  great  preaching.  We  were  privileged  to  share  with  our  friends  and  those 
who  attended  with  a  desire  to  learn  about  the  ministry  of  Carolina  Bible  Institute  & 
Seminary,  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  and  the  plans  for  the  future  ministry  of  CBIS.  We 
also  presented  our  two  stewardship  programs  and  recognized  those  who  participate  in 
them.  Our  oldest  stewardship  program  is  called  "Cross  Bearers"  Jesus  instructed  His 
followers  to  take  up  your  cross  and  follow  Him.  This  program  invites  you  to  s'hare  in  this 
ministry  by  taking  up  the  cross  of  financial  involvement  in  this  ministry.  The  other 
stewardship  program  is  called  "You  Be  The  Judge"  It  uses  the  stories  of  the  Judges  of 
Israel  to  allow  those  led  of  the  Lord  ta  become  involved  financially  in  this  ministry  by 
becoming  one  of  Gideon 's  300,  a  Judge  Shamgar,  or  a  Judge  Samson  -  all  of  which 
involve  different  levels  of  financial  commitment  to  the  school.  As  stated  earlier,  we 
would  welcome  your  involvement  in  any  way  the  Lord  may  lead  you. 

2011  will  begin  our  new  five  year  program  for  advancement.  This  plan  will  consist  of 
the  following: 

1 .  to  continue  to  evaluate  and  improve  our  current  programs 

2.  to  seek  new  and  innovative  methods  of  providing  Biblical  education  opportunities 
for  God's  people  and  the  Churches  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists 

3.  to  expand  our  research  facilities,  both  physically  on  campus  and  through 
expanded  use  of  electronic  media 

4.  to  work  diligently  to  encourage,  by  teaching  and  example,  the  adherence  to  the 
authority  of  the  Word  of  God  and  the  necessity  of  the  practice  of  Biblical 
standards,  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  may  be  bound  together  in  the  unity  of 
beliefs  and  practices  that  souls  may  be  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  that  Almighty  God  may  be  honored  and  glorified. 

May  I  close  this  report  on  a  personal  note.  As  you  are  aware,  Carolina  Bible  Institute  and 
Seminary  was  founded  in  1973  by  Dr.  Floyd  B.  Cherry.  Dr.  Cherry  passed  away  in  2006 
and  his  widow,  Mrs.  Edith  Cherry,  has  remained  a  resident  of  their  home  in  Pine  Level 
since  his  death.  This  past  year  her  only  son  and  his  wife  passed  away  and  Mrs.  Cherry,  at 
age  90,  has  moved  from  her  home  in  Pine  Level  to  Pitt  County  to  be  near  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  Linda  Lockamy.  Please  remember  Mrs.  Cherry  in  your  prayers  as  this  is  a  very 
difficult  time  for  her.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  EDUCATION  FOR  CHRISTIAN  MINISTRY 


The  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry  is  charged  with  a  great 
responsibility,  that  of  encouraging  those  who  are  called  to  some  type  of  Christian  ministry 
to  seize  the  opportunity  to  equip  themselves  for  that  service.  Among  the  first  steps  we  took 
in  carrying  out  this  purpose  was  to  strongly  advise  those  who  feel  called  to  Christian 
ministry  to  enroll  in  college.  Since  the  Convention  had  established  Mount  Olive  College  at 
its  beginning  to  help  develop  leadership  for  the  churches  as  well  as  the  ministries  of  the 
Convention,  we  urged  those  who  are  entering  the  ministry  to  begin  their  studies  at  Mount 
Olive  College  where  they  can  obtain  a  good  education  and  earn  a  degree  that  is  recognized 
throughout  the  nation.  Now  several  of  those  who  are  college  graduates  are  seeking  further 
preparation  in  divinity  schools  or  seminaries.  They  are  preparing  themselves  to  provide  the 
leadership  that  is  needed  for  the  future  if  our  churches  are  to  grow  and  achieve  their  mission 
in  the  world.  Without  capable  leadership  on  the  part  of  pastors  and  those  who  teach,  who 
will  "equip  the  saints  for  the  work  of  ministry"  in  our  time?  (Eph.  4: 1 1-12) 

In  addition  to  encouraging  those  who  will  serve  as  pastors  or  as  leaders  in  the 
ministries  of  our  Convention  to  prepare  themselves  for  their  calling,  we  want  to  encourage 
the  laity  to  develop  their  gifts  for  ministry  so  that  the  services  they  perform  will  be 
acceptable  to  God.  In  keeping  with  New  Testament  teaching  we  believe  that  every  believer 
is  a  minister  who  is  called  to  exercise  his  or  her  gifts  to  build  up  the  church  and  to  bless 
their  fellow  believers  by  being  the  presence  of  Christ  to  them.  Their  service  in  the  church  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  fulfilling  the  church's  mission  in  the  world.  Therefore,  it  is 
important  that  they  become  fully  informed  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  its 
application  to  the  life  of  the  church,  and  its  relevance  to  those  outside  the  church. 

With  both  pastors  and  laity  in  mind  the  Commission  conducted  a  seminar  on 
September  12,  2009  at  First  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Goldsboro.  Using  as  our  theme, 
"An  Orientation  to  Christian  Ministry,"  speakers  addressed  such  topics  as  "Hearing  God's 
Call  to  Christian  Ministry"  and  "A  Vision  of  Christian  Ministry."  In  the  afternoon  session  a 
panel  presentation  dealt  with  "The  Scope  of  Christian  Ministry"  in  which  different  types  of 
ministry  in  the  local  church  and  in  world  missions  were  discussed.  The  response  to  this 
seminar  was  gratifying  and  we  plan  to  sponsor  similar  programs  in  the  future. 

At  a  meeting  of  Convention  officers  and  members  of  the  various  ordaining 
councils  held  at  Johnston  Union  OFWB  Church  last  June  the  Commission  was  asked  to  plan 
a  program  of  continuing  education  for  ministers.  We  have  studied  this  matter,  approved 
such  a  program,  and  have  recommended  it  for  adoption  by  the  ordaining  boards  of  the 
conferences  affiliated  with  the  Convention.  In  order  for  such  a  program  to  be  effective,  we 
believe  it  is  up  to  the  ordaining  boards  to  authorize  it  and  to  give  it  their  full  support, 
including  their  recommending  it  to  the  conference  for  their  adoption.  Unless  there  is  some 
authority  in  place  to  maintain  a  minimal  level  of  participation,  this  program  is  not  likely  to 
succeed.  Our  desire  is  to  help  pastors  and  other  leaders  in  the  churches  to  develop  the 
practice  of  lifelong  learning,  so  that  they  can  avail  themselves  of  the  knowledge  and  skills 
necessary  for  lasting  and  effective  ministry. 

Under  this  program  of  continuing  education  we  have  identified  three  types  of 
educational  experience  by  which  persons  may  earn  Continuing  Education  Units  (CEUs). 
These  are  (1)  Reading  a  book  or  books  from  a  list  suggested  by  fellow  ministers,  (2) 
Participation  in  seminars,  workshops,  or  lecture  series,  or  (3)  Taking  a  college  or  seminary 
course  designed  for  ministerial  preparation.  In  each  of  these  kinds  of  educational 
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experience  it  will  be  necessary  to  prepare  a  summary  statement  and  application  of  that 
experience  to  be  submitted  along  with  the  proper  Report  Form.  More  details  of  this 
program  will  be  made  available  through  the  internet,  courtesy  of  the  Convention 
Headquarters.  Any  questions  about  this  program  may  be  directed  to  the  chairman  of  the 
Commission  by  telephone  (919-658-2343)  or  by  email  (mpelt3@nc.rr.com). 

As  the  name  of  this  commission  suggests,  our  emphasis  is  on  education  as  a 
means  of  improving  and  advancing  all  that  we  seek  to  accomplish  as  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists.  We  challenge  all  who  are  familiar  with  our  heritage,  who  love  the  church,  and 
who  believe  in  its  future  to  join  us  in  this  important  effort. 

The  Commission  on  Education  for  Christian  Ministry  will  conduct  three 
workshops  on  Wednesday  afternoon  at  the  98th  session  of  the  Convention  on  May  19, 
explaining  how  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  or  anyone  who  is  already  engaged  in  ministry 
can  receive  a  quality  education  as  preparation  for  the  work  to  which  he  or  she  is  called,  and 
likewise  how  continuing  education  can  be  a  means  of  lifelong  learning  that  will  benefit  not 
only  a  minister's  personal  growth  but  will  enrich  the  lives  of  so  many  others.

PROFILE 


The  Foundation  is  a  Christian  charity  to  which  individuals,  churches  and  other 
organizations  may  make  gifts  for  charitable,  religious,  educational  and  humanitarian 
purposes.  Contributions  are  tax-deductible  under  Section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  as  allowed  by  law. 


Because  of  the  critical  shortage  of  pastors  and  other  church-related  personnel  who  are 
equipped  for  the  quality  of  services  our  churches  and  ministries  need,  a  priority  of  the 
Foundation  is  to  provide  educational  opportunities  for  those  who  are  called  to  Christian 
Ministry.  Over  time,  churches  tend  to  settle  at  the  level  of  their  pastoral  leadership. 

Perhaps  the  most  difficult  task  among  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  today  is  to  serve  on 
a  pastoral  search  committee.  While  we  have  some  of  the  best  prepared  and  most  dedicated 
pastors  in  our  history,  there  are  not  enough  of  them.  The  "Shepherd's  Fund" 
(Scholarships  for  Christian  Ministry)  is  addressed  to  this  problem.  Churches  are 
encouraged  to  include  this  fund  in  their  budgets.  Checks  should  be  made  to  the  "N.  C. 
Foundation  For  Christian  Ministry"  and  earmarked  for  "Shepherd's  Fund." 

For  scholarship  purposes,  the  Foundation  defines  "Christian  Ministry"  as  a  vocation 
in  an  institution,  organization  or  program  that  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church, 
including  all  ministries  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  From  fall 
semester  2006  through  fall  semester  2009,  the  Foundation  has  provided  $60,429  in 
scholarships  for  twenty-one  students.

PROCEEDINGS 

The  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (OFWB)  convened  at  First  OFWB  Church  of  Goldsboro, 
Goldsboro,  North  Carolina  on  November  10,  2009.  Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson 
welcomed  everyone.  Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  presented  the  program  for  adoption. 
Motion  was  made  to  accept  the  program  for  adoption.  Motion  was  carried. 

The  congregation  opened  in  singmg  "I  Will  Sing  the  Wondrous  Story",  Rowley,  led 
by  song  leader,  Peyton  Lee.  Licensed  Minister  Tod  Creech  offered  scripture  and  prayer 
from  Matthew  28:18-20.  The  conference  was  welcomed  by  Pastor  John  Hill  of  First 
OFWB  Church  of  Goldsboro.  The  response  was  heard  from  Pastor  Jim  Bogle  of 
Powhatan  OFWB  Church. 

Clerk  Eva  Ballance  called  the  session  to  order.  The  rules  of  registration  were  then 
explained  by  the  Credentials  Committee  Chair  John  Hill,  as  adopted  by  the  One  Hundred 
Fourteenth  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.

Rev.  Charles  Petit  requested  to 
join  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  Motion  was  made  to  accept  Rev.  Petit 's  transfer  from  the 
Western  Conference  to  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  Motion  was  carried.  The  right  hand  of 
fellowship  was  extended  by  Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  to  Rev.  Charles  Petit,  as  well 
as  a  rising  vote  of  thanks,  to  welcome  him  to  our  conference.  The  Moderator  recognized 
the  visitors. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  offered  words  of  encouragement  to  the  conference 
from  Ephesians  4: 1-7.  He  commented  that  "We  are  the  body  of  Christ;  we  are  the  church, 
therefore  we  are  the  body  of  Christ.

Dr.  Sam  Weeks  was  recognized  as  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  representative  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Convention,  who  gave  the  Convention  report.  He 
encouraged  every  Cape  Fear  Conference  Church  to  place  the  Convention  in  their  church 
budget.  Rev.  Buddy  Sasser,  Director  of  Convention  Services  of  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists,  was  recognized  and  he  introduced  the  denominational  ministry  representatives. 

Representatives  from  our  denominational  ministries  were  present  and  given  an 
opportunity  to  speak  on  the  behalf  of  each  ministry.  The  following  ministries  were

Evangelism  and  Harvest  Connection  -  Buddy  Sasser  and  Timothy  Webber,  Convention 
of  OFWB  -  Buddy  Sasser,  Director  of  Convention  Services,  who  announced  the  2010 
Directory  was  available  online  and  in  print. 

Song  leader  Peyton  Lee  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "There  is  Sunshine  in  My 
Soul",  Hewitt. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  requested  everyone  to  review  the  written  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee  prior  to  the  afternoon  business  session. 

Buddy  Sasser,  Director  of  Convention  Services,  introduced  Faith  Comes  By 
Hearing,  a  program  to  send  the  Word  of  God  to  our  military  through  the  purchase  of 
Military  BibleSticks,  that  are  pre-loaded  with  the  Audio  New  Testament. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  recognized  Dr.  Sam  Weeks,  who  introduced  Dr. 
Burkette  Raper,  President  of  the  Foundation  of  Christian  Ministries.  Dr.  Raper  made  an 
appeal  to  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  to  appoint  a  historian  to  update  the  history  of  the 
Cape  Fear  Conference.  He  provided  information  on  the  Shepherd's  Fund,  endowments 
established  for  churches,  ministries  and  scholarships,  and  a  summary  of  gifts  to  the 
Foundation.  A  Certificate  of  Appreciation  was  presented  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Sam  Weeks  for 
an  endowment  established  in  their  honor  by  Sam's  daughter  and  son-in-law,  Frank  and 
Betty  Jean  Weeks  Sutton,  for  Blended  Fellowship  Mission/Ministry  and  First  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  of  Smithfield.  Ms.  Mae  Ellen  Warwick  was  presented  a  Certificate  of 
Appreciation  for  an  endowment  established  in  memory  of  her  grandparents,  Campbell 
and  Lou  Allen  Warren,  for  Blended  Fellowship  Mission/Ministry.

Rev.  Dean  Kennedy  explained  the  importance 
of  proper  selection  of  persons  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  Also,  he  stated  there 
was  a  need  for  presentation  of  materials  to  all  serving  on  the  board  so  they  would  have  a 
full  understanding  of  the  deaf  culture.  He  noted  that  Doug  and  Melanie  Seymour  needed 
to  be  a  voting  voice  on  the  Board.  Otis  Hamm.  recommended  Sensitivity  Training  for  all 
new  board  members.  He  asked  Melanie  Seymour  to  gather  information  and  present  a 
Sensitivity  Training  Program  at  the  next  meeting. 

Otis  Hamm  stated  that  work  was  needed  to  establish  a  Constitution  and  leadership  at 
Blended  Fellowship.  Discussion  continued  about  the  present  leadership  at  Blended 
Fellowship.  There  are  two  Leadership  Councils,  one  for  the  hearing  and  one  for  the  deaf, 
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who  meet  separately  for  better  understanding.  A  sign  language  class  is  taught  each 
Wednesday  evening  to  enhance  their  ability  to  communicate. 

Rev.  Doug  and  Melanie  Seymour  addressed  the  issue  of  becoming  a  church.  First,  Rev. 
Seymour  expressed  how  the  organization  is  labeled  is  not  so  important  to  him;  what  is 
important  is  that  God's  work  continues  to  be  done.  He  feels  one  of  two  things  needs  to 
happen;  develop  a  status  that  does  not  conflict  with  the  ministry  or  modify  the  The 
Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church  Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
(of  the  English  General  Baptist  Heritage)  to  state  . . .  "except  for  a  church  that  establishes 
under  a  ministry."  Rev.  Seymour  shared  potential  problems  that  could  result  by 
separating  the  church  and  the  ministry.  First,  he  noted  that  the  mixture  of  ethnic 
backgrounds,  the  hearing  and  deaf,  had  worked  for  them  over  the  past  ten  years.  There 
are  denominational  mixes  yet  they  work  well  together.  He  explained  that  the  conference 
oversees  the  pastor  and  the  leadership,  therefore  preventing  any  type  of  dictatorship.  By 
separating  the  church  and  ministry,  there  could  be  issues  with  the  voice  of  authority. 
Their  vision  and  purpose  could  be  over-ruled  by  a  vote  at  a  business  meeting.  There 
would  be  great  difficulty  in  separating  contributions  between  the  church  and  the  ministry. 
Otis  Hamm  requested  a  copy  of  Blended  Fellowship's  purpose,  vision  and  present 
leadership  structure,  including  the  number  serving.  He  asked  that  their  church/ministry 
status  be  presented  at  the  next  meeting.  He  requested  a  copy  of  their  church  budget  and 
stated  that  incorporation  was  inevitable. 

The  importance  of  including  Doug  and  Melanie  on  the  Board  of  Directors  was  reiterated. 
All  agreed  that  the  Board  of  Directors  should  serve  as  an  Advisory  Board  for  guidance  to 
Blended  Fellowship. 

The  next  Executive  Committee  meeting  will  be  held  on  Monday,  June  15,  2009,  at  First 
Free  Will  Baptist  in  Smithfield.  Blended  Fellowship  will  be  attending  this  meeting. 
Otis  Hamm,  Chairman  of  the  Feasibility  Committee,  turned  the  meeting  over  to 
Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson.  Aubrey  requested  additional  information  about  the  roof 
repair  from  Rev.  Doug  Seymour.  Melanie  stated  that  their  present  loan  payment  was 
$1200.00.  Presently,  they  have  $17,000.00  in  the  building  fund.  Approximately 
$78,000.00  would  need  to  be  borrowed  to  cover  the  cost  of  repairing  the  roof.  Melanie 
felt  that  Blended  Fellowship  could  afford  a  payment  increase  of  $500.00  per  month. 
Aubrey  thanked  everyone  from  Blended  Fellowship  for  attending  the  meeting  and  for 
providing  additional  information.  He  led  the  group  in  prayer  before  their  departure. 
The  Executive  Committee  continued  the  discussion  regarding  the  necessary  roof  repair  at 
Blended  Fellowship.  Sam  Weeks  will  contact  Donald  Fader,  Church  Finance  Director,  to 
work  out  the  details  of  financing  this  repair  and  report  back  at  the  next  meeting.  All 
committee  members  were  in  agreement  to  send  a  letter  to  all  churches  requesting 
immediate  financial  support  for  this  emergent  need  of  protecting  the  interior  renovations 
from  further  water  damage.  The  letter  is  to  be  mailed  after  March  29,  2009.  Sam  Weeks 
is  to  review  the  letter  prior  to  mailing. 

A  letter  will  be  mailed  to  Daly's  Chapel  OFWB  Church,  Rev.  Ed  Thornton  and  Rev. 

David  Charles  Hansley,  Director  of  Home  Missions,  to  notify  them  to  report  to  the 

Executive  Committee  on  August  24,  2009,  instead  of  May  25, 2009. 

Ken  Dabbs  will  go  to  Blended  Fellowship  and  assess  the  roof  situation  to  see  if  a 

temporary  repair  can  be  done  to  prevent  further  damage  until  the  final  repair  can  be 

financed. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn.  Ken  Dabbs  led  the  closing  prayer. 
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The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  met  on  Wednesday,  May  6, 

2009,  at  10:00  a.m.  at  First  Free  Will  Baptist  in  Smithfield.  Executive  Committee 

members  present  were  Aubrey  Williamson,  Otis  Hamm,  Sam  Weeks,  Eva  Ballance, 

Carolyn  Jemigan  and  Ken  Dabbs.  Otis  Hamm  opened  with  prayer. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  asked  the  representatives  from  CentiMark,  Chris  Sellers 

and  Keith  Battenfield,  to  present  the  roof  repair  recommendations  for  Blended 

Fellowship. 

The  guests  provided  an  impressive  report  of  their  product  and  plan  for  repairs.  They 
discussed  prices  and  alternative  materials  that  could  be  used  to  successfully  repair  the 
roof  at  Blended  Fellowship. 

A  letter  of  intent  was  requested  to  secure  the  company,  CentiMark,  for  the  job.  Once  the 

sales  agreement  is  received,  it  will  lock  in  the  price  of  the  roof  repair  materials. 

An  Operations  Manager  will  come  to  Blended  Fellowship  and  arrange  the  details  of  the 

worksite. 

The  CentiMark  representatives  answered  numerous  questions  from  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  expressed  appreciation  for  the 
excellent  detailed  presentation  and  they  were  dismissed. 

Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  excused  the  Centimark  representatives  and  the  Executive 
Committee  proceeded  in  session  and  a  prayer  was  offered. 

He  stated  that  our  purpose  was  to  discuss  moving  quicker  with  the  necessary  roof  repair 
at  Blended  Fellowship.  Sam  Weeks  explained  that  he  had  attended  a  meeting  with  the 
Christian  Board  of  Education  recently  and  it  had  led  to  comments  by  Foundation 
members  to  move  forward  with  the  repair  more  quickly. 

Sam  Weeks  had  determined  that  funds  for  this  repair  were  available  through  Church 
Finance  Association  per  Director  Donald  Fader.  They  would  approve  a  second  mortgage. 
A  loan  application  would  need  to  be  completed.  Interest  rates  would  be  in  the  range  of  6- 

7%. 

Contributions  from  local  churches  as  a  result  of  the  recently  mailed  requests  were  noted. 
It  was  felt  that  approximately  $30,000.00  would  be  received  within  the  month  to  place  as 
a  down  payment  on  the  roof  repair. 

Otis  Hamm  made  a  motion  to  formally  address  a  Letter  of  Intent  to  CentiMark  and 
borrow  $75,000.00  from  Church  Finance  Association  to  repair  the  roof  at  Blended 
Fellowship,  including  the  entrance  area,  and  upgrade  to  a  60  mil.  membrane  with  a  20- 
year  warranty.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously. 
The  Letter  of  Intent  would  require  signatures  by  Blended  Fellowship  and  the  Executive 
Committee.  Clerk  Eva  Ballance  will  write  a  Letter  of  Intent  and  arrange  a  meeting  with 
Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson,  Rev.  Doug  Seymour  and  herself  for  signing  purposes  at 
Bojangles  in  Princeton,  NC. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  in  100%  agreement  to  publicize  the  need  for  contributions 
for  this  roof  repair  on  the  Convention  Headquarters'  website.  Clerk  Eva  Ballance  would 
forward  an  email  requesting  assistance  for  the  roof  repair  at  Blended  Fellowship  from  all 
churches  and  laity.  A  request  will  be  made  of  Blended  Fellowship  to  publish  literature 
requesting  assistance  to  distribute  at  the  State  Convention  later  this  month. 
Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  will  notify  Chris  Sellers,  CentiMark,  of  our  intent  to 
contract  with  them  for  this  repair.  Aubrey  will  request  an  updated  Sales  Agreement  to  be 
emailed  to  him  reflecting  the  decision  to  upgrade  the  roof  membrane  and  warranty. 
Sam  Weeks  will  be  responsible  to  follow  up  with  Donald  Fader,  Church  Finance 
Association,  regarding  the  loan  application.  Clerk  Eva  Ballance  will  notify  all  five 
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trustees  by  letter  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  voted  to  proceed  with  the  roof  repair 
at  Blended  Fellowship  and  their  signatures  would  be  needed  on  the  loan  application  from 
Church  Finance  Association  for  $75,000.00.  Sam  Weeks  will  try  to  acquire  these 
signatures  at  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  or  by  other  prior  arrangement. 
Other  quotes  from  interested  companies  were  reviewed.  Quotes  ranged  from  $1 13,900.00 
to  $135,000.00. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned.  (MSP)  Sam  Weeks  closed  in  prayer. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  met  on  Monday,  June  15, 
2009,  at  8:00  a.m.  at  First  Free  Will  Baptist  in  Smithfield.  Executive  Committee 
members  present  were  Aubrey  Williamson,  Otis  Hamm,  Sam  Weeks,  Eva  Ballance, 
Carolyn  Jernigan  and  Ken  Dabbs.  Moderator  Aubrey  Williamson  called  the  meeting  to 
order.

A  motion  was  made  to  give  the  Clerk  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  a  gift  of  $300.00  for 
extra  work  that  she  had  done.  (MSP) 

Old  business  discussed  was  the  cost  of  the  roof  repair  at  Blended  Fellowship,  which  will 
be  $101,884.00.  It  was  noted  that  the  increased  cost  for  a  20  mil.  membrane  vs.  15  mil. 
membrane  was  between  $3000.00  and  $4000.00.  Twenty-five  percent  is  due  by  the  date 
materials  are  uploaded  and  the  remainder  is  due  30  days  after  completion  of  the  repair. 
Church  Finance  is  completing  the  paperwork  for  a  loan  concerning  the  roof  repair  at 
Blended  Fellowship. 

Blended  Fellowship's  budget  that  had  been  received  was  discussed  briefly. 
Planning  began  for  the  155th  Annual  Session  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference,  which  will  be 
held  on  Tuesday,  November  10,  2009,  at  the  First  OFWB  Church  of  Goldsboro.  Licensed 
Minister  Tod  Creech  will  be  contacted  to  give  the  morning  devotion  and  Licensed 
Minister  Neil  McLamb  will  be  contacted  to  give  the  afternoon  devotion.  Rev.  Joe 
Ballance  will  be  asked  to  be  the  Alternate  Speaker  and  Rev.  Fred  Baker  will  be  asked  to 
be  the  2nd  alternate.

The  Conference  program  will  be  changed  from  "Mission  Committee"  to  read 

"Conference  Missions"  on  the  program.  (MSP)  This  will  be  an  opportunity  for  reports  to 

be  given  by  Blended  Fellowship  and  the  Task  Force  Feasibility  Study. 

Planning  of  the  155th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  was  suspended  to 

discuss  issues  related  to  the  meeting  that  followed  with  Blended  Fellowship. 

Motion  was  made  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference, 

Pastor/Director  of  Blended  Fellowship,  Haymount  Church  Pastor  and  one  other  officer 

from  Blended  Fellowship  will  serve  as  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Blended  Fellowship 

Mission/Ministry.  (MSP) 
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It  was  discussed  that  Melanie  Seymour  had  been  asked  to  bring  information  for  a 
Sensitivity  Training  Presentation  to  the  meeting  today. 

Also,  Pastor  Doug  Seymour  will  be  informed  that  modification  of  the  The  Articles  of 

Faith  and.  Principles  of  Church  Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  (of  the 

English  General  Baptist  Heritage)  stands  as  the  governing  manual  for  aH  churches  and 

cannot  be  amended  by  one  conference.  This  is  a  Convention  issue. 

The  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  suspended  to  meet  with  Blended  Fellowship  as 

scheduled. 

Cape  Fear  Conference  Executive  Committee  Meeting  with  Blended  Fellowship 

The  Taskforce  Feasibility  Committee  met  with  Blended  Fellowship  at  9:00  A.M. 
Chairman  Otis  Hamm  welcomed  everyone.  Rev.  Doug  and  Melanie  Seymour  and  Rev. 
Dean  Kennedy  joined  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  meeting. 

Otis  reviewed  the  minutes  from  the  meeting  on  March  23,  2009.  He  reiterated  that  the 
Executive  Committee  was  unanimously  supportive  of  the  ministry  at  Blended 
Fellowship.

(The  meeting  with  Blended  Fellowship  was  adjourned. 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Cape  Fear  Conference  Meeting  (cont.)

We  also  want  to  reward  you  and 'give  you  credit 
for  your  diligence  in  continuing  your  education  and  training.  To  receive  credit  from  the 
Central  Conference,  simply  complete  a  Continuing  Education  Report  Form  and  write  a  150 
word  summary  about  the  seminar,  book  read,  or  course  completed  and  send  it  to  one  of  the 
Continuing  Education  committee  members.  More  information  for  submitting  requests  for 
Continuing  Education  Credit  is  outlined  in  the  "Procedures"  section  below. 

Purpose 

The  purpose  of  the  Central  Conference  Continuing  Education  Program  is  to  help  our 
ministers  with  the  practice  of  life-long  learning.  By  continuing  their  education  Central 
Conference  ordained  ministers  will  continue  to  grow  in  their  spiritual  walk  with  Christ  as 
they  grow  they  will  be  better  equipped  to  serve  the  churches  of  the  Central  Conference.  As 
the  leadership  of  the  churches  grow  the  church  itself  will  grow,  therefore  the  growth  and 
continuing  education  of  the  ministers  is  vital  to  the  growth  of  the  church.  It  is  imperative 
that  the  ministers  of  the  Central  Conference  follow  the  advice  given  to  Timothy  by  Paul 
when  he  said,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to 
be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 

Guidelines 

Continuing  Education  Units  (CEU's)  will  be  based  on  educational  opportunities.  These 
would  include  reading  a  book,  attending  a  seminar  or  class,  or  taking  a  college  or  seminary 
course. 

Continuing  Education  Units/Credits 

CEU  credits  will  be  given  according  to  the  following  scale: 

Books:  up  to  200  pages-1/*  CEU;  200-400  pages- 1  CEU.  Books  over  400  pages  will  be 
considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

Seminars:  3-5  hour  seminar- Vz  CEU;  6-10  hour  seminar- 1  CEU.  Seminar  over  ten  hours 
will  be  considered  on  an  individual  basis. 

College  or  Seminary  Course:  If  the  class  is  taken  from  an  accredited  institution  (Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  or  Association  of  Theological  Schools  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada),  one  will  receive  4  CEUs  for  each  credit  hour.  Credit  hours  equal  one 
hour  per  week  in  class  for  sixteen  weeks.  If  you  take  a  3  credit  hour  course,  you  will

Practical  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  the  working  and  growth  of  the 
I  local  church,  pastoral  care,  counseling,  leadership,  administration,  evangelism,  preaching 
and  worship. 

Spiritual  Formation  Studies:  This  includes  area  of  studies  concerning  maturity  of 
j  Christians.

License  Period: 

There  is  a  one-year  term  on  the  license  to  preach  the  gospel  with  a  five-year 
maximum  on  the  amount  of  time  allowed  to  preach  under  license  in  preparation  for 
ordination.  If  any  time  the  licensed  minister  allows  the  license  to  lapse,  the  entire 
licensing  process  must  be  restarted  beginning  with  the  recommendation  of  the  local 
church  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 


Requirements  for  Ordination: 

We  commend  to  our  member  churches  and  to  all  of  our  licensed  ministers  the 
attached  Requirements  for  Ordination.  This  document  will  serve  as  a  checklist  for 
our  licensed  ministers  as  they  move  toward  ordination.  This  document  will  also  aid 
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our  churches  in  answering  initial  questions  that  a  candidate  might  have  in  regards  to 
the  requirements  for  ordination. 

8.  Conference  Attendance: 

A.  Any  minister  (licensed  or  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the  Western 
Conference,  who  fails  to  attend  the  annual  session  of  the  Conference  for  two 
consecutive  years  or  fails  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  excuse  for  non- 
attendance,  is  subject  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  his  credentials  of 
ordination. 

B.  All  ministers  (licensed  or  ordained)  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  in 
any  pastoral  position  are  required  to  register  and  attend  the  annual  session  of  the 
Western  Conference.  Pastoral  positions  include  but  are  not  limited  to  pastors, 
associate  pastors,  and  youth  ministers.  Failure  to  attend  two  consecutive  years  or 
failure  to  send  a  letter  showing  reasonable  cause  for  non-attendance  will  subject  the 
minister  to  censure  and/or  the  revocation  of  credentials. 

9.  Annual  Convention  Attendance: 

Any  minister  (licensed  and  ordained)  holding  membership  in  the  Western 
Conference  is  required  to  register  and  attend  at  least  one  day  of  our  annual  two-day 
Convention  of  OFWB  which  meets  Wednesday  and  Thursday  following  the  second 
Sunday  of  May.  A  letter  stating  reasonable  cause  will  also  be  accepted  in  lieu  of 
this  requirement.  It  may  be  sent  to  either  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Ordination  or  the 
Clerk  of  the  Conference. 

10.  Ministers  Transferring  into  the  Western  Conference: 

A.  From  Sister  Conferences:  These  ministers  must  be  cleared  with  the  Western 
Conference  Board  of  Ordination  prior  to  assuming  the  pastorate  to  which  they  are 
called.  This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  church  calling  the  minister,  however  the 
minister  should  be  sure  it  has  been  done  prior  to  beginning  the  prospective  work 
This  is  a  simple  procedure  designed  to  protect  our  churches  from  harm.  Our 
churches  are  not  independent  of  the  Conference  as  is  true  in  some  other 
denominations  and  groups. 

B.  From  other  Denominations:  For  this  information  you  are  referred  to  page  89 
of  our  Articles  of  Faith  &  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

1 1 .  The  Christian  Flag  Service  for  Ministers: 

The  Board  of  Ordination  will  serve  as  the  Conference  Christian  Flag 
Committee.  Any  minister  serving  in  the  Western  Conference  at  the  time  of  his 
death  will  be  given  the  Christian  Flag  Service  if  the  minister  has  so  requested  or  the 
family  so  desires.  The  flag  will  be  purchased  by  the  Conference. 

12.  Items  for  Praise: 

1.  Our  newly  ordained  ministers 

2.  Our  newly  licensed  minister 

3.  Our  new  members  by  baptism  or  transfer  into  the  member  churches  of  the 
Western  Conference. 
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13.  Things  a  Licensed  Minister  Can  and  Cannot  Do: 

1.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  be  called  or  hired  as  pastor  (or  associate)  of  any 
church. 

2.  A  licensed  minister  can  serve  a  church  on  an  interim  or  supply  basis  under 
the  supervision  of  his  Board  of  Ordination  Advisor  or  another  ordained  minister  as 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Ordination.  The  service  is  to  be  limited  to  six  months  in 
any  one  church.  If  the  church  wishes  an  extension  on  the  service  of  the  licensed 
minister,  the  church  must  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 

3.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  administer  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

4.  A  licensed  minister  cannot  perform  wedding  ceremonies. 

5.  A  licensed  minister  can  conduct  worship  services,  preach,  and  teach  as  the 
opportunities  are  afforded  to  the  licensed  minister. 

6.  A  licensed  minister  can  officiate  in  a  funeral  service. 

7.  A  licensed  minister  can  be  elected  to  serve  as  temporary  chairman  of  a 
business  meeting  with  the  exceptions  as  outlined  on  pg.  74,  paragraph  2  of  The 
Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church  Government. 

8.  A  licensed  minister  can  vote  at  the  annual  conference. 

14.  Recommendations  to  the  Conference: 

1.  The  ministers  ordained  since  our  last  conference,  the  Revs.  William 
Cameron  Ash,  William  David  Currie,  George  H.  Futrelle,  and  Stanley  Worth  Kirby, 
be  welcomed  into  the  Conference  with  the  Right  Hand  of  Fellowship  by  the 
Moderator  and  their  names  be  added  to  the  list  of  duly  ordained  ministers  of  the 
Western  Conference  by  the  Conference  Clerk. 

2.  The  newly  licensed  minister,  Kenneth  Wagnor,  be  added  to  the  list  of 
licensed  ministers  by  the  Conference  Clerk. 

3.  That  all  our  ministers,  both  ordained  and  licensed,  continue  to  abide  by  our 
current  Ministerial  Code  of  Ethics. 

4.  That  our  Churches  not  call  ordained  or  licensed  minister  from  other 
denominations  to  serve  as  interim  or  to  do  supply  work.  Our  churches  be  reminded 
of  the  statement  from  page  68  of  The  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of  Church 
Government  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  (Of  the  English  General  Baptist 
Heritage):  "The  Church  shall  call  its  own  pastor  from  among  the  duly  ordained 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  ministers  who  are  approved  by  the  Conference  of  which 
the  church  is  a  member,  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  mutually  agreeable." 

5.  We  request  that  our  ministers  inform  the  board  of  ordination  when  they 
resign  from  their  church.  This  is  so  that  we  can  assist  our  churches  in  the  search 
process  and  interim  period. 

6.  The  Board  of  Ordination  recommends  that  the  Conference  require  all  current 
and  future  licensed  ministers  to  attend  an  annual  workshop  conducted  by  the 
Western  Conference  Ordaining  Council  or  in  conjunction  with  other  Ordaining 
Councils. 

7.  The  Board  of  Ordination  recommends  that  the  Conference  authorize  the 
Board  of  conduct  a  back  ground  check  on  all  persons  coming  before  the  Board  for 
licensing  and  also  on  all  ministers  transferring  into  the  Conference  from  other 
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Conferences  or  Denomination.  This  background  check  will  include  but  not  be 
limited  to  checking  references,  a  credit  check  and  any  other  investigations  the  Board 
deems  necessary. 

8.That  this  report  in  its  entirety  be  received  by  the  Conference  and  these 
recommendations  be  accepted  by  the  Conference  as  submitted.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ORDINATION 
(A  Checklist  for  the  Licensed  Minister) 

The  call  to  the  Gospel  Ministry  is  a  call  to  grow  and  prepare  in  order  that  the  Minister 
may  serve  God's  purpose.  Those  whom  God  calls  should  make  adequate  preparation  to 
live  out  that  call.  The  Western  Conference  requires  a  high  school  diploma  or  its 
equivalent  and  sixty-four  semester  hours  of  college  work,  of  which  a  minimum  of  thirty- 
two  hours  is  to  be  in  Bible,  religion,  church  history,  theology,  and  related  studies.  The 
following  is  a  checklist  for  the  licensed  minister  to  use  as  requirements  are  met.  A 
duplicate  of  this  list  is  maintained  in  the  candidate's  file  and  will  be  used  to  help 
determine  that  the  requirements  have  been  met  prior  to  ordination. 

REQUIRED  COURSES: 

 A  course  in  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  History  and  Doctrine 

 A  course  in  homiletics 

 A  course  in  leadership 

There  are  certain  requirements  that  a  candidate  for  ordination  must  meet  to  qualify  for 
ordination: 

The  above  specified  educational  requirements  must  be  met. 

■ 

The  candidate  must  have  been  a  licensed  minister  for  at  least  one  year  and  not  more 
than  five  years. 

The  candidate  must  submit  an  audio  and/or  video  recording  of  a  sermon  preached 
during  the  license  period  to  the  Board  of  Ordination. 

The  candidate  must  successfully  have  completed  the  Ordination  Examination  of  the 
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Western  Conference.  This  examination  has  both  a  written  and  an  oral  part.  The 
church  granting  the  license  must  request  that  the  Board  of  Ordination  administer  the 
examination.  The  request  must  be  by  letter  signed  by  the  pastor  and  clerk  of  the 
church,  or  the  chair  of  the  board  of  deacons  if  the  church  is  without  a  pastor. 

A  licensed  minister  may  serve  a  church  as  an  interim  for  a  period  of  six  (6)  months 
under  the  supervision  of  a  watch-care  supervisor  assigned  by  the  Board  of 
Ordination  of  the  Conference.  At  the  end  of  the  six  (6)  month  period,  if  the  church 
wishes  to  extend  the  service  of  the  licensed  minister  the  church  must  make  a  request 
for  the  extension  to  the  Board  of  Ordination.  This  rule  also  applies  if  the  licensed 
minister  is  serving  a  church  outside  of  the  bounds  of  the  Western  Conference. 

MINISTERIAL  CODE  OF  ETHICS 

I  am  a  minister  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  called  of  God  to  proclaim  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  His  love,  therefore,  I  voluntarily  adopt  the  following  principles  in  order  that 
through  dedication  and  self-discipline  I  may  set  a  more  worthy  example  for  those  I  seek 
to  lead  and  serve. 

I.  My  Personal  Life 

I.  I  will  cultivate  my  devotional  life,  continuing  steadfast  in  reading  the  Bible  and 
prayer. 

2     I  will  endeavor  to  keep  physically  and  emotionally  fit  for  my  work. 

3.  I  will  endeavor  to  be  fair  to  my  family  and  seek  to  give  them  the  time  and 
consideration  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

4.  I  will  endeavor  to  live  within  my  income  and  will  not  carelessly  leave  unpaid  debts 
behind  me. 

5.  I  will  strive  to  grow  in  my  work  through  comprehensive  reading  and  careful  study 
and  by  attending  conventions  and  conferences. 

6.  I  will  be  honest  in  my  stewardship  of  money. 

7.  I  will  seek  to  dress  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  ministry. 

II.  My  Relationship  to  the  Church(es)  Which  I  Serve. 

1.  In  my  preaching,  I  will  exalt  the  Bible  and  will  be  true  to  my  convictions, 
proclaiming  the  same  in  love. 

2.  I  will  maintain  a  Christian  attitude  toward  my  church  officers  and  will  not  expect  the 
unreasonable  of  them. 

3.  In  my  pastoral  calling,  I  will  have  respect  for  every  home  I  enter,  for  I  am  a 
representative  of  Christ  and  His  church. 

4.  I  will  strive  with  evangelistic  zeal  to  build  up  my  church,  but  will  maintain  a 
Christian  attitude  at  all  times  toward  members  of  other  churches  and  their  religious 
bodies. 

5.  I  will  under  no  circumstances  violate  confidences  that  come  to  me  as  a  minister. 

6.  I  will  not  break  a  contract  which  I  have  made  with  a  church  for  pastoral  or 
evangelistic  services  without  first  securing  their  expressed  consent. 

7.  I  will  seek  to  make  service  primary  and  remuneration  secondary. 
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8.  When  employed  for  full-time  service  by  a  church  (or  churches),  I  will  not  engage  in 
other  lines  of  remunerative  work  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  church 
or  its  official  board. 

9.  I  will  not  take  sides  with  any  faction  in  my  church  unless  a  doctrinal  or  moral  issue 
is  involved. 

10.  As  a  pastor,  I  rightfully  control  the  use  of  my  own  pulpit,  but  I  will  not  invite 
persons  into  it  who  are  not  generally  acceptable  to  my  people. 

11.  In  my  administrative  and  pastoral  duties,  I  will  remember  that  I  am  pastor  of  all  my 
members,  and  I  will  seek  to  avoid  any  display  of  preference  and  the  cultivation  of 
intimacies  within  the  church  or  the  community  which  may  be  construed  as  evidence 
of  partiality.  I  will  seek  not  to  identify  myself  with  any  social  set  either  in  the 
church  or  the  community  and  I  will  endeavor  not  to  allow  personal  feelings  to 
interfere  with  the  impartial  nature  of  my  ministrations. 

12.  When  I  can  no  longer  command  the  respect  and  cooperation  of  a  congregation,  I 
will,  in  the  interest  of  the  church,  quietly  resign  and  will  strive  to  strengthen  the 
unity  of  the  congregation  regardless  of  the  circumstances. 

13.  I  will  never  speak  disparagingly  of  my  church  or  my  profession. 

14.  I  will  not  incur  any  sizable  financial  obligation  for  the  church  without  first  obtaining 
consent. 

III.  My  Relationship  to  My  Denomination 

1 .  I  will  keep  my  self  informed  concerning  my  denomination  by  regular  attendance  at 
meetings  of  conferences  and  conventions,  reading  denominational  periodicals,  and 
familiarizing  myself  with  our  history,  doctrine,  and  polity. 

2.  I  will  not  be  unduly  critical  of  my  denomination,  but  will  cooperate  in  correcting 
whatever  faults  or  failures  that  may  occur. 

3.  As  a  pastor,  I  will  seek  to  lead  the  church  (or  churches)  which  I  serve  to  be  loyal  to 
the  denomination  and  to  cooperate  with  its  program. 

4.  I  will  endeavor  to  be  loyal  to  my  denomination;  however,  if  the  time  should  ever 
come  when  I  feel  it  necessary  to  sever  my  relationship  with  the  denomination,  I  will 
surrender  my  credentials  to  the  proper  authorities. 

IV.  My  Relationship  With  My  Brother  Ministers 

1 .  I  will  refuse  to  enter  into  unfair  competition  with  other  ministers  in  order  to  secure  a 
pulpit  or  place  of  distinction. 

2.  I  will  refrain  from  frequent  visits  to  a  former  field  without  consulting  the  present 
pastor,  and  if  I  am  called  back  for  a  funeral  or  a  wedding,  I  will  request  that  he  (the 
present  pastor)  be  present. 

3.  I  will  not  trouble  my  successor  by  meddling  in  the  affairs  of  the  church  I  formerly 
served. 

4.  I  will  be  courteous  to  any  predecessor  of  mine  when  he  returns  to  the  field,  so  long 
as  he  does  not  meddle  in  affairs  of  the  church. 

5.  I  will  be  thoughtful  of  any  retired  minister. 

6.  I  will  show  courtesy  and  respect  toward  ministers  who  are  my  senior  in  age. 

7.  I  will  not  accept  the  pulpit  of  another  person  unless  he  invites  me,  or,  in  his  absence 
receive  an  invitation  from  the  deacons. 
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8.  I  will  not  knowingly  use  sermon  material  prepared  by  another  without 
acknowledging  the  source  from  which  it  comes. 

9.  Upon  leaving  a  parsonage,  I  will  seek  to  leave  it  in  first-class  condition,  with  all  dirt, 
rubbish,  etc.  removed. 

10.  Upon  retirement  from  the  active  ministry,  I  will  give  my  pastor  my  loyal  support. 

11.  I  will  not  gossip  about  other  ministers,  nor  encourage  it.  But  in  cases  of  unethical 
conduct  I  will  bring  the  matter  before  the  proper  body. 

12.  I  will  hold  in  sincere  respect  any  minister  whose  work  is  well  done,  regardless  of  the 
size  or  the  nature  of  the  field  he  serves. 

13.  Although  I  may  sometimes  differ  from  my  fellow  minister,  I  will  respect  their 
Christian  earnestness  and  sincerity. 

14.  I  will  seek  not  to  interfere  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  church  work  of  another 
minister,  and  I  will  especially  be  careful  to  avoid  the  charge  of  proselyting. 

15.  I  will  neither  make  nor  consider  overtures  from  a  church  whose  pastor  has  not  yet 
resigned. 

16.  I  will  seek  to  make  my  relationship  with  my  fellow  ministers  one  of  frankness  and 
cooperation. 

17.  I  will  show  a  friendly  and  cooperative  interest  in  my  brethren,  attending  the  group 
meetings  of  the  ministers,  assisting  them  with  labors  of  love,  defending  them  against 
injustice,  and  following  them  with  kindly  concern  in  their  hours  of  need  or  distress. 

V.  My  Public  Relations 

1 .  I  will  never  lower  my  ideals  in  order  to  appear  "a  good  fellow." 

2.  I  consider  that  my  first  duty  to  my  community  is  to  be  a  conscientious  pastor  and 
leader  of  my  own  congregation,  but  I  will  not  use  this  fact  as  an  easy  excuse  to 
escape  reasonable  responsibilities  that  the  community  calls  upon  me  to  assume. 

3.  As  an  ethical  leader  in  the  community,  I  will  seek  to  be  scrupulously  honest  and  to 
meet  my  bills  promptly. 

4.  I  will  not  consider  myself  under  obligation  to  marry  every  couple  that  comes  to  be 
married,  but  I  will  use  the  power  of  refusal  with  great  discretion. 

5.  I  will  not  give  the  sanction  of  my  presence  to  unbecoming  conversation  or  conduct 
and  indecent  dress. 

This  code  of  ethics  has  been  adopted  by  the  North  Carolina  Ministerial  Association  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  as  amended  during  its  regular  session  at  Cragmont  Assembly, 
June  18-21, 1962.

The  message,  "Jesus  Says  Be  a  Light,"  in  session  two  was  presented  by  Jennifer  Gudac. 
Her  challenge  was  that  the  world  must  see  the  light  of  Christ  in  us  if  there  is  to  be  any 
hope  of  sparking  that  Light  in  it. 

Angela  Warren  used  Romans  10  as  the  basis  for  the  third  message,  "Jesus  Says  Serve." 
She  taught  us  the  heart  is  the  key  and  our  service  must  be  built  upon  joy  in  the  serving.
